Board 
closes 
fund 


economic development money 
to sports complex account

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners opted to close its economic 
development fund earlier this month with 
plans to transfer the funds to an account to 
maintain the county's sports complex faci- 
ies. 

The board, at its ways and means com- 
mitiee, unanimously voted to close the fund 
earmarked for economic development upon 
the recommendation of Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo, 

The fund will be closed at the end of the 
county's fiscal year on Sept. 30, 

Compo said the county decided to write 
off one economic development fund loan, 
and iLreceives minimal payments on anoth- 
ey loan, which js barley cnough to cover the 
interest. 

Compo said a number of loans, about 
$80,000, defaulted while the economic 
development fund was under the adminis- 
tration of the Crawford County Housing 
Commission. 

Loans were once given to promote the 
Milltown theme in Grayling, but those 
loans will only be repaid if the properties 
are sold, 

There is currently about $150,000 in the 
economic development fund, 

“its nolcnough to do economic develop- 
ment the way that it should be done,” 
Compo said, 

More recently, the county made facade 
loans available to business owners to help 
spruce up the downtown business district. 
Seven businesses took advantage of that 
loan program. 

One property, which received a loan fora 
facade facelift, was the former DXR 
Computers located at 117 Main Street. The 
property has since diverted to the county 
for non-payment of taxes and was not pur- 
chased ata recent sale for foreclosure prop- 
erties, Four years ago, Grayling City offi- 
clals turned down state grant funds to have 
the building demolished because or con- 
cerns with mold and asbestos.

The use of river bug sur- 
veys lo gauge water qualily 
is widely accepted within 
the scientific community 
and the Michigan Clean 
Water Corps (MiCorps) has 
developed a well-designed 
protocol for evaluating bod- 
ies such as the Manistee 
River, The process includes 
collecting, categorizing, 
identifying and maintaining 
samples and contributing 
survey data to the MiCorps 
database. The information 
gained through the volun- 
leer monitoring process is 
then available to agencies

On the Manistee River, 
two sampling — events 
occurred last year in May 
and October at four sepa- 
rate locations, 

“In 2010, we are hoping 
to strengthen the project by 
boosting involvement of the 
local community and river- 
front landowners,” said 
Huron Pines — Project 
Manager Patrick  Ertel. 
“This program needs vol- 
unteers to continue last 
year’s success and to ensure 
the protection of our river.” 

The sampling occurs 
twice a year on the river 
and only requires two to 
three hours of volunteer 
time. Trained Jeaders will 
coordinate each sampling 
event and site. If anyone ts 
interested in becoming a 
team leader, more in-depth 
training is also available. 
Official recognized survey 
data is critical for the long 
term protection of the 


Manistee River and_ this 
information will be used to 
detect changes in water 
quality that threaten that 
protection. 

“The future success of 
this volunteer stream moni- 
toring process within the 
Upper Manistee Watershed 
will ultimately rest with the 
local community,” Ertel 
said, 

The next sampling event 
is scheduled for 9 a.m. to 
noon on Saturday, Sept. 25.

Identification kit program

The National Center for 
Missing and Exploited 
Children recognize — the 
Michigan Child 
Identification program, 
sponsored by the Michigan 
Masons, as one of the most 
complete child recovery and 
identification programs in 
the nation. 

A Michigan — Child 
Identification program will 
he held from 9 am. to 3 
p.m. on Saturday, Sept. [8 
in the cafeteria at the 
Grayling Middle School, 
located at 500 Spruce St. 

At a Michigan Child 
Identification program 
event, Masons generate 
individual identification kits 
that are given to their par- 
ents, guardians or individu- 
als to fake home for safe- 
keeping. 

Each kit contains a color 
photo, which can be circu- 
lated by police. The kit also 
contains fingerprints, which 
aire Unique to every individ- 
ual, and a recorded inter- 
view, which captures the 
appearance, speech manner- 
isms and important charac- 
teristics of a person that can 
be distributed to the media 
to reach a huge audience. 
The kit also contains dental 
impressions, which are as 
unique as fingerprints, even 
with a child losing and gain- 
ing teeth. The dental 
impressions also contain 
DNA, which can identify 
anyone and provides a pure 
and exclusive scent for 
tracking dogs to find lost 
children. 

The kit is also a great idea 
for seniors to have as it 
meets all the requirements 
of the Alzheimer’s 


oe +¢ 


Association. One of the 
most common effects of 
Alzheimer’s disease is wan- 
dering. The Masons strong- 
ly encourage seniors and 
their caretakers to. partici- 
pate in the program since 
the kit could expedite iden- 
tification in the event of an 
accident or if an individual 
becomes confused and wan- 
ders off. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield, who is a 
member of the Grayling 
Masonic Lodge, said time is 
of the essence when a child 
or senior citizen is missing. 

“Time will be dramatical- 
ly reduced in issuing an 
Amber Alert with the infor- 
mation provided in this kit” 
Wakefield said, 

An Amber Alert or a 
Child Abduction 
Emergency is a child abduc- 
tion alert bulletin used in 
several countries through- 
out the world, issued upon 
the suspected abduction of a 
child. AMBER is. officially 
an acronym for “America’s 
Missing, Broadcasting, 
Emergency, Response, but 
was originally named for 
Amber Hagerman, a 9-year- 
oJd child who was abducted 
and murdered in Arlington, 
Texas in 1996. 

Each — person = moves 
through several stations 
during the Michigan Child 
Identification program, 
which takes 10 to 15 min- 
utes 10 complete. 
Identification items are gen- 
erated at cach station, which 
are then placed in the kits, 
Nothing is kept on file 
except a permission slip 
signed by the child’s parent, 
guardian or the person who 
desires to have the kit made. 

The program is provided 


free of charge by the 
Michigan Masonie Grand 
Lodge and the Grayling 
Masonic Lodge in conjunc- 
tion with the Crawford 
County Sheriffs Office, 
Order of the Eastern Star of 
Grayling, the AuSable 
Shrine Club, the Veteran's 
of Foreign Wars Auxiliary 
and other organizauions,

MEDIA STRATEGY - 
The role of the reporter is 


often misunderstood by 
public figures who are 
expected to provide infor- 
mation to the reporter. 

Either they forget the 
reporter’s proper role as a 
conduit of information to 
the public, or they refuse to 
accept such a definition. 

Some politicians are a 
good example of this thesis.

Sharron Angle is not com- 
fortable with questioning 
reporters covering — the 
Nevada campaign, apparent- 
ly avoiding them as much as 
she can. She explained her 
media strategy to a more 
friendly Fox News like this:

Well, sure. That’s a good 
candidate strategy if she can 
pull it off, and maybe she 
can if she limits her media 
contacts to Fox News.

News is news, not politi- 
cal propaganda.

At the other end of the 
spectrum is a_ persistent 
reporter, personified by 
Daniel Schorr who died 
recently at 93, after a long 
and distinguished media 
career. Mr. Schorr still was 
opining on National Public 
Radio just a few weeks ago. 

Another long time nation- 
al reporter, Bob Schietfer of 
CBS News, said of Mr. 
Schorr: 

“He had a great way of 
irritating government offi- 
cials because he always 
came up with the truth.” 

These two quotations 
point out the great divide 
between some politicians 
and most news folks. As a

embrace?

The first day of school 
marks a significant mile- 
stone in the life of a child. 
lt is an exciting time for 
making new friends, learn- 
ing new things and for 
some, riding the school 
bus. Every day more than 
20 mithon students use 
school buses as wansporta- 
tion, to and from school. 
Although school buses rep- 
resent the safest form of 
highway transportation, 
there are a number of of 
safety factors both students 
and drivers should be aware 
of. Hoping to ensure that 
the school year gets off to a 
safe and happy start, the 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office encourages caution 
when ever school buses are 
present. 

“Children are often cager 
fo get off the school bus 
because they are excited to 
tell their parents about all 
the fun they had at school 
that day,” said Sheriff 
Wakefield. “It is crucial 
that parents reinforce the 
school bus safety rules chil- 
dren fearn at school.” 
Sheriff Wakefield also sug- 


gests that parents drive their 
child’s bus route with them 
and practice the proper safe- 
ly precautions. 

Throughout a child’s life, 
there a number of situations 
where parents will be able 
to control. However, there 
are numerous precautions 
they can take to help ensure 
their child enjoys a sale ride 
to and from school. The 
Crawford County Sheriffs 
Oftice has some safety mea- 
sures they encourage all 
parents to discuss with their 
children, 

For students: always 
arrive at the bus stop early. 

Prior to boarding, wail 
until the bus has come to a 
complete stop, the door 
opens and the bus driver 
says that it is all right to 
board. 

Always walk on the side- 
walk when preparing to 
cross the street near a bus. 

Make eye contact with 
the drivers so that you are 
sure that he or she sees you. 

Never walk behind the 
bus. 

If you are walking beside 
the bus, walk at least three

With Mr, Snyder consis- 
tently leading Mr. Bernero 
in the polls by 20 or more 
points, he probably doesn’t 
relish the idea of meeting 
face-to-face with his peri- 
patetic and glib opponent.

Why provide the other guy 
with a platform and a pre- 
sumably statewide audi- 
ence? 

Mr. Bernero, on the other 
hand, has everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by 
debates. There’s — that 
statewide audience, and the 
chance that his opponent 
would somehow screw up in 
the give and take of a live 
confrontation, That's hap- 
pened before. 

Virg Bernero is a master 
of the quick quip, the 
scathing phrase, the memo- 
rable line, while Rick 
Snyder — a self described 
nerd — apparently does not 


equal those qualities on an 
open stage. 

Mr. Bernero, in urging 
debates, claims candidate 
debates are “the American 
way.” Not really. 

Mr. Snyder tried a debate 
or two among the five 
Republicans in the primary, 
then rejected such debates in 
favor of “town hall meet- 
ings,” and apparently didn’t 
suffer from not debating. He 
won the primary anyway. 

If the no-debate scenario 
continues, whether voters 
will by influenced by Mr. 
Snyder’s reluctance to meet 
Mr. Bernero remains to be 
seen. Certainly the  no- 
debate situation will become 
a steady campaign drumbeat 
from Democrats.

Leroy R. Babbitt 

Leroy Rueben Babbitt, 
December 15, 1918 — 
September 6, 2010. 

Did you really know our 
Daddy? 

Dad was preceded in 
death by his father, Carl 
Babbitt, his mother Jessie 
Babbitt Bunker and wife of 
62 years, Velma Babbitt. 

He was the oldest of four 
boys. His dad died when he 
was eight years old. His 
mother remarried and had 
three more children. 

He really did walk to 
school every day. He car- 
ried his rifle, hid it in a tree, 
and killed little critters on 
the way home for dinner. 
School at the “Feldhauser 
School” only lasted until he 
reached eighth grade. 

In October of 1936, dad 
joined the (CCC) Civilian 
Conservation Corp, after 
lying about his age to get in. 
He was stationed in Camp 
Pollock, which is located in 
School Craft County. While 
there, he learned a lot, plant- 
ed many trees, fought fires, 
and fell in love with the UP. 

In 1938, he met the love 
of his life, our mother 
Velma. They eloped in 
February of 1942, with only 
a couple of friends present. 
Dad joined the Army Air 
Force in March of 1942. 
Velma followed him along 
the east coast until he was 
shipped overseas where he 
saw the world. He 
was in Egypt, Tunisia, 
Sicily, Naples, Rome, 
Normandy, France, and 
Germany. 

After WWII was over, dad 
came home and went to 
Michigan State where he 
received a degree in 
Forestry. 

Dad had three children: 
Jim born in 1946 — killed in 
1969 (no children), Nancy 
born in 1950 (one child, 
Carl with one daughter: 
MaryAnn, and Jon born in 
1957 (two children, Jessica 
and Jordan). LeRoy was 
also blessed with three great 
granddaughters: Mary Ann, 
16, Abby Lynn, 3 years old 
and Emma Nicole, (three 
months), which he adored. 

In the early 50's Mom and 
Dad packed up and moved 
to the UP and never left. 
Dad got a job with the 
Department of Natural 
Resources and worked 
throughout the UP on the 
rivers and chasing bad guys 
during the hunting season. 

In his spare time he volun- 
teered with the local 4-H 
club. He taught woodwork- 
ing in the basement of 
Thompson School = and 
taught) most of — the 
Thompson kids how to han- 
dle a gun safely. They were 
called the “Thompson 
Hotshots”. {[n the winters 
they gathered at the house to 
do leather craft. He taught 
one class or another for at 
least 20 years. He lived for 
deer season, fly fishing the 
Fox River for Brook Trout 
and cutting wood for the 
long UP winters. 

When our brother, Jim, 
died in July of 1969, mom 
and dad packed up and 
moved to Marquette, 
enabling Nancy to go to col- 
lege and Jon to have a great 
career in aviation. 

In 1982, dad retired from 
the State of Michigan and 
then it was time to return to 
Thompson. After 32 years 
of improving the rivers, 
mapping lakes and catching 
bad guys, the UP was a bet- 
ter place. 

Our father had a good life 
and saw a lot of changes. 
He was a wonderful father 
to have, a great influence on

many young people, a won- 
derful friend, and the world 
is a better place because of 
him. . 

Dad's final days were 
made easier with the help of 
Schoolcraft Home Care and 
Hospice and many wonder- 
ful people. We have won- 
derful friends and neighbors 
that were always there at a 
drop of the hat. 

Many stories and 
Memories have been shared 
over that last few months to 
remember the good ole 
times. It’s has been our 
pleasure for all of us to 
know him and he will be 
greatly missed.
